Public Services and Facilities Element

« The Public Services and Facilities Element focuses on
services and facilities that are affected the most by growth and
development:

— Drinking Water

— Sanitary Sewers

— Solid Waste

— Utilities

— Early Care and Education
— Libraries

« This Element works in conjunction with the Los Angeles
County Department of Public Works (DPW) Strategic Plan,
which outlines service delivery goals to address the provision
of public services and facilities to the unincorporated areas.




Public Services and Facilities Element

The Public Services and Facilities Element includes Solid
Waste.

It promotes minimizing waste and ensuring adequate
disposal capacity.

This Element’s General Plan implementation programs also
include Planning Area Capital Improvement Plans To support
strategic planning for public services and facilities.

The Department of Regional Planning and the Department
of Public Works will jointly secure sources of funding and
conduct studies to assess infrastructure needs.

Goal PSIF 5: Adequate disposal capacity and minimal waste and pollution.

Policy PSIF 5.1: Maintain an efficient, safe and responsive waste management system that
reduces waste while protecting the health and safety of the public.

Policy PSIF 5.2: Ensure adequate disposal capacity by providing for environmentally sound and
technically feasible development of solid waste management facilities, such as landfills and
transfer/processing faciliies.

Policy PSIF 5.3: Discourage incompatible land uses near or adjacent to solid waste disposal
facilities identified in the Countywide Integrated Waste Management Plan.

Waste Diversion

Policy PSIF 5.4: Encourage solid waste management facilities that utilize conversion and other
alternative technologies and waste to energy facilities.

Policy PSIF 5.5: Reduce the County's waste stream by minimizing waste generation and
enhancing diversion.

Policy PS/F 5.6: Encourage the use and procurement of recyclable and biodegradable materials.

Policy PSIF 5.7: Encourage the recyding of construction and demolition debris generated by
public and private projects.

Policy PSIF 5.8: Ensure adequate and regular waste and recycling collection services.

Policy PSIF 5.9: Encourage the availability of trash and recyclables containers in new
developments, public streets, and large venues.
